General 


1, The Rumanian "Tider Vladimirescu" Tank Corps was the unit considered most 
reliable by the Rumanian regime. (1) The CG was Iajor General Mreca 
Haupt, a career officer, who was a trusted moxber of the Cormmmist Party, 
and was fornerly a FJ of the U.S.S.R. (2) The political CO was Lievte- 
nant Colonel Edga Gata who was not a regular officor but was a trusted 
merber of the Commmnist Party. The chief of staff was Colonel Constamtin 
Neiculescu (possibly incorrectly spelled, who was not a party nenber but 
was regular officer without general staff training. The chief of 3rd aece 
tion (Operations Section) was Lieutenant Colonel Gh. Popescu, an infantry 
officer who was not a party menber. 


Organization and Equipment 


2, The following units belonged to the "Tudor Vladimireseu" Tank Corps. Each 
tank brigade consisted of three tank battalions. 


a. 2nd Tank Drig. ‘Tho Co was Colonel Gh. Wihsescu, on infantry officer, 
who was “ot faithful to the regime. Captain Gh. Staicu, a convinced 
Communist, was the political officer, 


be 9th Tank Brig in Bucharest, commanded by Colonel Lowis Toescu. The 
political CO was Captain Miluzescu (possibly Milusescu, (frm). Lieute- 
nant Colonel Zanescu, (fnu), was the Chief of Staff. 

6 11th Tank Brig in Pitesti. (3) 

d. kth Ute Inf Brig in Bucharest, cormanded by Colone? Nicolan x (fou). The 
brigade aonsisted of an unidentified number of mote rized infantry bat- 
talions numbering 500 to 600 men each,

3. The T/E provided for 100 tonks for each tank brigade. In early June 1950, 
however, the Rumanian Army had only 89 Soviet T34/85 taks and 60 Soviet 
76.2—nm guns, all of which had been delivered in December 1989. (7) 


Training 


lk. The standard of training for the regular officers was adequate, but 
there was a shortare of tank and artillery officera. The 1918-1950 
officer candidates wero from the working class and had only elemerkary 
school education. Most of the young officers were Communist Party 
nerbers. Two hundred young officers of the corps had been selectad 
for advanced training in the U.5.5.R. About 25 percent of the older 
orficers were loyal to the regime, Tho EH! lacked training and disci~ 
pline. About 25 to 3G percent of the Hi in active service were loyal 
te the regime, = 


5, The training program of the tank corps provided for a 2-month summer 
exercise in the DrasoveFagarasySith area. Sovict military advisers were 
supervising the training. Soviet Lieutenat Colonel Salkovikev, (fnu), 
was responsible for the training of the tank corps.

Gorments. 

(1) Lost of this information on the tank oe is considered correct, al- 
thourh source hag not yet been tested. The desicnation "tank corps" 25X1A 
appeared for the first time in August 1919 (sce (41) [BBM J+ wes 
said that the corps was stationed In the Pucharest-Pitesti~ Ploesti area, 
Rumanian newspapers simultaneously mentioned the "Tudor Viadimiresen" 

Tank Corps. It was assumed therefore, that what wes previously identie 25X1A 
fied, as the Ist "Tudor Viedimirescu™ Tank Div had been reorganized_into 
a tank corps, This assumption was confirmed to some extent by : - 

It seems possible that also the 2d “lioria Closca si Crisan" Mtz Inf Div may 
have been absorbed into the tank corps, This assumption is based on the 
lack of any credible reports on this division since the Summer of 1949. . 

(2) Haupt was already identified as commanding general of the Tank Corps in a 
previous report. See (Mil) 25X1A 

(3) Because of mistakes in transmission and the illopibility of the report 
received the ficures are not reliable. It is,however, that the Ist, end 
and 3rd Tank Bripsade belong to the Tmk Corps. The 9th Tank Bric reported 
here is possibly the 3rd Tank Brig, and the Ith Tank Brig is possibly the 
Ist Tank Brice cae 

(4) Probably of Soviet type SU-76. 
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(5) One report mentioned the 3rd Tank Rest in Targoviste in 1919, and another 
re sntioned the Ist Tank Regt in Targoviste in May 1950, See(¥S1) 
oe ll the teo reports are still doubted. It has not yet been estab~ 

ished whether the tank battalions are independent headquarters units of 
the tank corps or components of the tank brigades mentioned. 

(6) Tank units of the "Tudor Vladimiresou" Tank Div were observed in Targu 
Uures in July and August 19l9, See (il MMMM, These units 25X14 
have possibly formed the list Tank Bn, 

(7) The infomation is helieved correct. In comparison with othor satellite 


countries, Rumenia has received only limited qumtitics of Soviet 
naterial, 
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
